Check Corn Cribs 
For Repairs 


Corn cribs should be checked for 
needed repairs right away. Start 
with the foundation and floor joists, 
if the crib has wood floors. Some- 
times the joists rot where the stud- 
dings are spiked to them. Check the 
ties which hold the sides together, 
and see that the roof will turn water. 
In the case of cement floors, cracks 
should be filled with cement. Water 
holes near the foundation should be 
filled. If the dirt is washing down a 
hill against the cement floor, remove 
enough dirt so there will be no dan- 
ger of water running into the corn.

to the farmers’ reports. A farmer 
milking 11 cows spent, on the aver- 


age, 3 hours and 12 minutes per day 
for the two milkings. With a one- 
cow machine, the time was reduced 
to 2 hours and 11 minutes, a saving 
in time of 35 per cent. 

But with a 2l1-cow herd and a two- 
cow machine, the labor saving was 
44 per cent. And when 42 cows were 


milked per day, using a three-unit 


milking machine, 52 per cent of the 
time required for hand milking was 
saved.

The price per acre for combining 
sovbeans should be $3.85, and for 
machine husking of corn should be 

99, according to averages taken 
from a straw vote at a meeting of 52

Chicken Raters Are 
Hard to Cure 


To the Editor: | have 12 sows 
which eat hardly any, but try to 
catch chickens. What can I give 
them to bring back their normal 
appetites and get them to quit 
eating chickens?—A Subscriber, 
Tama County, lowa. 


The first thing to do is to keep the 
chickens out of the hog yard. After 
hogs have acquired the chicken-eat- 
ing habit, no medicine or feed will 
bring back normal appetites if chick- 
ens are handy. They'll just eat chick- 
ens, and become thinner every day. 

After the hogs and chickens have 
been separated, the next thing is to 
provide a ration that includes all of 
the necessary food and mineral ele- 
ments. Tankage or meat meal should 
be included in the protein ration, 
and plenty of it should be given the 
chicken eaters—perhaps one-third or 
one-half pound per day. They should 
also have a good mineral mixture, 
fed according to directions. 

Grass should be provided for hogs 
with depraved appetites; or, if none 
is available, alfalfa hay should be 
fed. Feed a variety of grains if you 
have them. 

Incomplete or unbalanced rations 
may be the cause of chicken eating 
among hogs. The hog may be trying 
to satisfy a craving for something 
he isn’t getting in the feed, by catcl 
ing chickens. Or, it is very possible 
that chicken eating may be a habit

Molt Cuts Egg Production 


To the Editor: This is a rather 
discouraging time as far as our farm 
flock is concerned. They have cut 
production rapidly the past week— 
largely because they are molting, I 
think. I have tried to feed them the 
same way all the time. Hens do not 
like surprises 

Speaking of surprises, when I 
started to put the eggs away this 
evening, I found the case was an 
incubator for cock-roaches of all 
sizes and ages. There were hundreds 
of them. I carried the crate out of 
the basement and let the roaches 
crawl away. 

The chickens got a good many of 
them. I suppose the bits of broken 
ege on the flats and fillers were the 
attraction for the roaches. 

The most important thing | did 
for the chickens this week (if 


you can pick out any one thing 
more important than another) 
was to “paint” the roosts with a 
preparation for the purpose. I 
hope the results will be good.

to be busy in the evening. 











know surely that I put this on just 
a half-hour before they went to roost 
—but it is done, anyhow. I shut the 
door to keep more of the fumes in. 
It was not a hot night. 

It did not take very long to do this 
after I had done the cleaning, ete. 
Most of the things we dread are not 
really so hard. ‘Well begun is half 
done,” they say. 

Some of the young chickens are 


large enough to fry now. They weigh 


about three pounds, at the least. I 
do not like them too small. It will 
make the others more comfortable 


as to space if I take out those weigh- 


ing three pounds. 

The young chickens like to sleep 
on the upper roosts of the shelter 
house; they do not seem to like the 
lower roosts. Not as many of the 
chickens have taken advantage of 
the nice, cool place as I had expect- 
ed—50 or more roost there. Still, 
that is a help. I can weed out the 


largest roosters gradually. 


Some of my red “pullets” are not 
pullets, I see! They are very pretty, 
tho. I like red or buff chickens very 
much. 


The laying house needs more 
roof repair, and either fresh dirt 
on the floor, or cement. I am 
hoping for the latter, but in this 
day and age it is hard, and often 
impossible, to get extras done. 


With a cement floor, you have to 
have plenty of litter. We should have 
enough this year— either straw or 
ground corn cobs. 

The water fountain that I use in 
the laying house is clogged, and I 
have a hard time to keep enough 
water out for the hens. I am going 
te try it again—take it apart to see 
why it won't “tick.” 

I hope to clean the chicken vards 
and the brooder house tomorrow or 
next day. It is muddy so much of 
he time that it is hard to get some 
of these ¢ door jobs done. When I 
can't do anything else, there is al- 
Ways corn to shell for grinding for 
the chickens Sarah Jane, Warren 
County, Iowa.

IMPORTANT — Rats can be frightened 
away more easily than they can be caught. 
So warn your neighbors. If possible. they 
should set poison or traps when you do. 


Baits and Poisons 


Rats eat cereals, grain, meat, fruits, vegetable: 
almost anything except the stale cheese usuallf 
offered. Fresh bait, variety, and absence of othé 


food are more important than the kind of pois 
used. Contrary to another popular belief, su 
poisons like phosphorous, arsenic and sirychnllt 
while useful, are not essential. Mild, s! iww-actl 
poisons lessen danger for domestic anima and ¢! : 
rats time to leave the feeding ground betore a)
